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Money Disappears While 
Being Conveyed From West 
End Branch to Main Office 


Eighteen thousand dollars in bank bills, the property of the Imperial bank, suddenly disappear- 
ed in this city a few days ago while the money was being conveyed from the west end branch of 
the Imperial bank to the main office on Jasper avenue by an employee of the bank, according to 
reports from authoritative circles Friday morning. 

The alleged robbery took place in broad daylight und though city police detectives and Pinker, 
ton agents have been working quietly on the case no arrests have been made up to the present time 
and no trace has been found of the missing money. 

The case so far appears to be shrouded in mystery and_great secrecy has been maintained both 
by the Imperial bank officials and the police thou gh a number of people claim to know about the 
disaster to the bank funds. So far the detective work and private investigations have proved unsuc- 
cessful, 

What appears to be an suthoritative statement of the happening is that a messenger of the 
west end branch of the Imperial bank was entrusted with the $18,000 to convey it to the main branch 
of the bank on Jasper east. He is supposed to have left the west branch in safety but the main 
branch never received the money. Robbery, it is understood is the claim of the bank official. 

Additional information on the case is that another employee of the bank, left the office shortly 
afterwards and has not been located since. The manager of the west end branch is out of the city 
and is believed to be in Winnipeg in connection with the loss of the money. When called on the

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OUSTING THE ALIENS 
The delegates at Lausanne have decided that 
the only way to keep peace between Turkey and 
Greece is to shift the Turks out of Greek Mace- 
donia and the Greeks out of Asia Minor. Four 
hundred thousand Turks and six hundred thou- 
sand Greeks are thus slated to exchange their 
place of abode, under compulsion. It is probably 
the most wholesale ‘‘swapping’’ of people that 
has occurred under international arrangement. 
The operation of transferring this million peo- 
ple to their new homes, settling their property 
rights and otherwise facilitating the transaction 
without avoidable hardship will be a stupendous 
undertaking. It is to be supposed that the scheme 
will be carried out under a commission represent- 
ing neutral nations. Certainly to simply tell the 
Turks that they were free to run the Greeks out 
of Asia Minor and the Greeks that they were free 
to oust the Turks out of Macedonia would be a 
peculiar way to preserve peace in either place. 
While it is done in the interests of peace, and 
may be the only way to keep order in that quarter 
of the world. ihis shifting of populations is strict- 
iy in accord with Turkish demands, and is a con- 
cession to their policy of ‘‘ Turkey for the Turks.’’ 
When the conference assembled Ismet laid down 
the law that hereafter Turkey is to be Turk, in 
law, administration, sentiment, character, customs 
and institutions. There would be no concessions 
to the infidels and no compromise with foreign 
powers, The Turkish representatives have stood 
consistently by that declaration throughout. 
They flatly rejected the demand that a national 
home for the Armenians established under 
guardianship of the League of Nations. They 
positively refused to consent to the setting up of 
foreign courts in Turkish territory, and insisted 
that everyone living under the crescent must be 
under the jurisdiction of the Kadi and subject to 
what is courteously mis-called Turkish ‘‘justice.’’ 
The Turks have been backing up their pro- 
clamation by practice. The world has not yet 
learned the full story of the horrors that have 
been perpetrated by them upon the Greek and 
other non-Turkish residents of Asia Minor. But 
it 1s announced that nearly half the total of these 
foreigners have fled the country Kemal 
@mashed the Greek army a few months ago and 
came into mastery of the peninsula. That 
sufficient evidence as to what the Turks have in 
mind when they Turkey is to be Turk.

LAWLESS VIOLENCE V5, LAWFUL FORCE 


The Alberta Federation of Labor, meeting in 
Medicine Hat on January 9th after a warm debate 
voted non-concurrence in a resolution calling for 
recognition of the Third Internationale of Mos 
cow—the Bolshevik organization for propaganda 
purposes. The convention is composed of dele 
gates elected by the Trades and Labor councils of 
the several cities of the province. The councils are 
elected by several trade unions of each city. 
Therefore the Medicine Hat convention represents 
and is supposed to speak the mind of the skilled 
artizan of the cities of Alberta. The skilled ar 
tizan is usually one of the ‘‘ bourgeoisie’? (work 
ing property owners) and therefore an object of 
Bolsheviki detestation as much as if he were a 
*‘capitalist.’’ Apparently that element was suf 
ficiently represented in the convention to prevent 
the direct endorsation of the Bolsheviki organiza 
tion and its principle. But quite evidently the 
Bolsheviki element was both strong and aggres- 
sive. ‘Sufficiently strong and sufficiently agguws 
ive to have secured on the previous day the pas 
sage of a resolution which ‘‘strongly denounces 
‘the action of the police in using clubs on miners

The effort to} 
displace the trades unions by the One Big Union 
failed. Since then there has been a change of tac- 
tics. The advocates of the O.B.U. have been re- 
absorbed by the trades unions. The more capable 
and aggressive have achieved representative posi- 
tions in the respective unions, so that today while 
the large majority of the skilled artizans of the 
cities are ‘‘bourgeoise’’ in their opinions as they 
are in their interests, the men who have achieved | 
leadership over them are in larger measure ‘‘bol- | 
shevik’’ than ever before. It was a case of | 
‘boring from within.’’ The results have fully | 
justified the policy as a means of success. ‘ 
Just how long the ‘‘bourgeoise’’ rank and file 
of the trades unions will stand for ‘‘bolshevik’’ 
leadership is a question that time alone can 
answer, One of the first acts of the Bolsheviki 
on achieving power in Russia was to suppress the 
trades unions, and to place all labor on a common 
level. So long as they can use the unions it is the 
Bolshevik practice to do so. But when they have 
achieved their objective of Bolshevik control of 
the coal industry the skilled worker and member 
of a trade union will find himself submerged by 
the votes of the more numerous unskilled work- 
ers both in the councils of the organization and in 
the benefits of the ‘dictatorship of the proletar- 
iat’”’ established by it.
